I personally feel two year 
schools are better than four year 
institutions, because once leave high 
school it allows you to make the 
transition to the college atmosphere 
without being thrown into a crowd 
of people without any guidance.

When the semester started I was 
well acquainted with my instructors 
and what they expected in their classes. 
Some even encouraged me to call 
them by their first names or call them 
at home if I had any questions. 

I honestly feel if I hadn't at- 
tended a two-year college first then I 
would not be as focused as I am now. 

The other thing I like about at- 
tending a two-yearcollege is the close 
atmosphere. Although Shelton is not 
as large as most four-year schools, I 
still am reminded that I am at college, 
and that's due to the way in which the 
classes are set up, and the nice eating 
area we have. 

When you look at Shelton from 



a financial aspect you' II save a lot 
of money. If I was to look at the 
tuition for a full time in-state Shel- 
ton student, without books, it's 
approximately $522,00, but if I 
were to attend Bama for a semes- 
ter without books or housing it 
would be approximately 
$2,000.00 per semester. 

The one thing I really like 
about Shelton is how they work 
in conjunction with the four year 
institutions to make sure the ma- 
jority of the classes you take will 
transfer. 

I'll advise anyone to attend 
a two-year college before going 
to a four-year institution.

In a front-page Local & Region section 
story of the Tuscaloosa News May 3 1 , writer 
Mark Hughes Cobb chronicled the twist taken 
in the career of Shelton psychology instructor 
Allen Mallory. More than just being an amus- 
ing professional in the classroom, Mallory has 
become a professional amuser — at least in the 
summertime. 

He performs his "Laugh and Learn** com- 
edy act/ workshop at venues across the United 
States, including a recent stint at The Comedy 
Club in the Stardome Theater in Birmingham. 

The club in Birmingham seats about 420, 
and about 300 of those are usually filled by 
teachers and child-care professionals. They 
receive a certificate of attendance and two 
hours of continuing education credit. 

Cobb tells how Mallory has worked 27 
years in the field of child development and 
early childhood education, and how he has 
been able to take those experiences and his role 
as a father of four children and turn them into 
a successful act. When he decided to create an 
act, hecontacted Bruce Ayersof Birmingham's 

The Comedy Club. By the time of the first 
show, 300 people had made reservations and 
Ayers opened the club's kitchen just like he 
would for any professional standup comedian. 



Mallory now travels to about 35 cit- 
ies each summer. Over the years Mallory 
has had some star encounters. One time he 
met Jeff Foxworthy who gushed about 
Mallory's Southern accent after having 
been on the road for a while and away from 
the South. 

Another time, Mallory and his wife 
Cindy ran into the Smothers Brothers who 
caught his act. The brothers, Mallory and 
their wives sat around and talked comedy 
and ate pizza into the wee hours of the 
morning, Cobb reported. 

Mallory said in the article that his 
show has become popular with club own- 
ers because it's clean , relatable, and has an 
inherent importance. 

"We deal with some serious things. 
like that over half of a child's IQ is deter- 
mined by the age of 4, and that day care 
workers don' t always get the credit — or the 
salaries — they deserve for the important 
work they're doing. So it's kind of like a 
pep rally , too," Mallory said. 

"We're talking about something 
that's really important, but in a real humor- 
ous setting."

Alabama's Two- Year Colleges Raise TYiition for Fall 







Shelton State will follow the other 
two-year colleges in the state this fall by 
raising college tuition rates. The action 
is the result of a vote by the Alabama 
State Board of Education at its March 26 
meeting. Each two-year college in the 
state must select one rate for tuition 
along with a technology fee and a facility 
renewal fee. 

The new range for two-year col- 
leges is $40-$52 per semester hour. 
Before the increase, each college had an 
instructional fee that was separate from 
tuition cost Under the new tuition sched- 
ule, the instructional fee is included in 
the new tuition rate. 

The fall 1998 tuition at Shelton 



will be $48 per credit hour, which includes 
instructional fees. The college will also 
have a $2 facility renewal fee as well as a $2 
technology fee. These fees will be used to 
purchase equipment in support of laborato- 
ries and classrooms. 

According to Dr. Fred Gainous, chan- 
cellor of the Department of Postsecondary 
Education for Alabama, the state's two-year 
colleges are the best educational bargain in 
the state and last year cost every Alabamian 
on about 1 2 cents per day. 

"When 1 2 cents a day brings access to 
quality postsecondary education and job 
training, economic growth, and better qual- 
ity of life, that's a bargain in anybody's 
book," Gainous said.

Weird doesn't begin to describe 
Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas The new 
film by Terry Gilliam ( 1 2 Monkeys, The 
Fisher King) can only be described by a 
more powerful word. Enigmatic might do 
it. Starring Johnny Depp and Benicio Del 
Toro, F&L opened May 22 nation-wide. 

The film's two central character 
Duke (Depp) and Gomez (Del Toro) are 
massive drug users who embark on a trip 
from Los Angeles to Las Vegas in 197 1 .

Horseshoe crabs are placed in the 
class Merostomata which are aquatic 
chelicerates characterized by five or 
six pairs of abdominal appendages 
modified as gills and by a spike-like 
telson at the end of the body.
